Suffice it to say that there is no agency at work 

to-day among the’children of men so well or fully calcula- 

ted to produce social disaster, temporal ruin and eternal 

death as the use of intoxicants. How then shall we meet 

this monster of so frightful mien? Long and wishfully have 

our eyes turned toward the halls of our legislature for help 

in this our great distress. Much, be it said to their credit, 

has been done.in this direction ; and, I give it as my hon- 
est conclusion that to this source we must look for our 
final and complete victory. Meantime our duty is totally 
abstaining from its use as a beverage. This we, as Christians 
should do, because it is right. This we, as citizens should 
do, because the liquor traffic with its organized forces de- 
stroys thé’yery spirit of American citizenship, and is one of 
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the greatest enemies to our American homes. Our hope is 
larg:ly with the youth of our land. Take them which are 
yet children, teach thém to regard it as a poisonous medi- 
cine, for a taste once awakened for whisky is very soon be- 
yond control, No drunkard to-day ever set out to be such. 
But having once fallen into the snare of moderate drinking, 
he went on step by step until at last he was quite too far 
down the hill to turn and retrace his steps, How impor- 
tant then to avoid the first downward step.

REPORT ON WOMAN'S WORK. 

The following words are from the report of the commit- 
tee of the last State Convention on Woman's Work : 

“The last two decades have been remarkable in many 
respects. The growth and development of the material re- 
sources of the country, the projections of railroads, the con- 
trol exerted over electricity, the establishment of colleges 
and universities providing, for thorough culture. But far 
more more remarkable has been the progress the Gospel 
has made. The church has heard the voice of God. She 
hath shaken herself from the dust and loosened herself from 
her bands. Never perhaps, in the history of the State has 
there been put forth more effort to spread the Gospel at 
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home and abroad, This increase is due largely to the 
efforts of the Woman’s Mi issionary Societies. From the re- 
port of the Southern Baptist Convention, at its recent ses- 
sion, of the Woman’s Missionary Union, we find they con- 
tributed $48,000 during the centennial year, and contribu- 
ted 42,000 tracts, cards, ete. The céntral committee in this 
State report over $16,000, and 48,000 pages of tracts distri- 
buted. Your committee realizing what has been accom- 
plished already, believe they should be allowed to continue 
this work in theirown way. They have shown they are 
fully capable of doing this work for God's glory, and His 
blessings are upon it, Only three societies of the Coldwater 
Association have sent up reports to this meeting, viz: 
Holly Springs, $48.15; Senatobia W. M. 8, L. A. 8., and 
Senatobia Sunbeans, total contributions $247.20; and Cen- 
tral Coldwater W. M. 8. and Sunbeams total $100.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MissioNe 

There is something remarkable about the subject of 
Foreign Missidns; it never grows old, Every time we study 
it there is additional freshness and redness of life. Other 
questions live, but this one lives, and continues to live. It 
is like a river dispersing and broadening as it tributors in- 
crease, or like a forest fire swept over by a constant breeze. 
It would seem that every possible point bearing upon this 
part of our work, had been duly, and separately emphasized 
but while every child of God become a cheerful, regular, 
and liberal contributor to the work, thete should be abate- 


ment of effort on our part. The driver applies the whip ori 
the home stretch. The army makes its charge at the end 
of the march.- O, if we could but believe the Master when 
he says “Fear not little flock, for it is your Father’s good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom—surely we would press 
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on. While we have made painstaking, vigorous, and I be- 
lieve wise effort, to diffuse missionary literature among our 
people, yet much is yet to be done in that regard. In addi- 
tion to pur printed matter it might prove helpful for each 
church to have private and regular correspondence with one 
or more of our foreign missionaries. We need to be brought 
into the closest possible touch with the work, and such a 
plan might be effectual. Let us discontinue as early as 
practical the pledge system and adopt the po system, but 
the co system and the seNnp system are of divine arrange- 
ment and admits of no change. Let me show you a mys- 
tery—America is paying now the ratio of $7.00 for military 


operations, where she pays one dollar to mission work, or 


$7.00 to the men who hold the gun in the foreigners face, 
when she pays only one dollar to the men who plead “on 
earth, peace, good will towards men.” Does that look 
Christ-like? When Peter had cut off the ear of the servant 
of the High Priest, the Master said: “Suffer ye thus for 
me: and he touched his ear and healed him.” In 2nd Cor., 
10:4, we reail, “For the weapons of our warfare are not car- 
nal, but mighty through God, to the pulling down of strong 
holds.” Our defence lies in the gospel and not in the Me- 
Shister gun. 


REPORT ON MISSISSIPPI COLLEGE 


Your Committee on Mississippi College has the follow- 
ing tosubmit: There is a deep interest being taken all 
over our land in general education. In the State of Missis- 
sippi alone there are six thousand public schools with seven 
thousand five hundred teachers; in attendance upon these 
_schools there are five hundred thousand pupils, Even the 
negroes are taking a lively interest. There are twenty-five 
thousand negro schools in the South, where two and 
one quarter million negroes have been taught to read and 
write. They have one hundred and fifty schools for higher 
education. In the face of these facts what ought be the 
stand taken by Baptists for christian education ? We can- 
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not stand still nor go backward, and indeed we are not. We 
Be, have twenty-five thousand preachers, thirty-six thousand 
; churches with a membership of three million, three hundred 
thousand. We have one hundred and fifty-seven institu- 
tions of learning with twenty-five thousand, three hundred 













F ; pupils, two thousand. four hundred ministerial students. 
ae We have seven theological seminaries, thirty-six universi- 
: ties and colleges, and we have also thirty-eight colleges and 

P : seminaries for girls. The endowment and property of these 
et schools have a valuation of seventy-four million, seven hun- 





dred and fifty thousand dollars. These institutions are all 
chartered and endowed for the purpose of instilling chris- 
tian education, and very nobly are they achieving the work 
committed to them. In our own State we have Mississippi 
College, located at Clinton, and so far as the quality of the 
work done here, it is equal to any in the United States and 
your committee believes equal to any in the world in its 
ine. This is one school, at least. where the true philosoph- 
ical view of man’s three-fold nature is taken into considera- 
tion. Its every effort is to develop and conserve the stu- 
dent's physical, intellectual and spiritual forces, and to so 
train him that after he has gone out from the institution, 
that he will direct these forces into one common channel 
for good and for God. The quantity of the work done here 
has not been simply commensurate with but has gone far 
beyond the means expended. The school has only forty- 
two thousand dollars endowment when it should be one 
undred thousand dollars. There were in attendance last 
session two hundred and twenty-five students, when there 
should have been at lesst three hundred. The property, 
with the recent repairs, is valued at fifty thousand dollars. 
They have recently purchased in Europe a complete set of 
4paratus and in the fine of scientific work the school is sec- 
ond to none in the State. From these and hundreds of 
other reasons that might be given, your committee insists 
that the Baptists of the State give their means and their 
boys to Mississippi College. Send them where the very air 
of the school and town is saturated with christian influence. 
It is with love to, and gratitude to God, for the measure of 
success already achieved, and praying his blessings too, at 
the same time that your committee eubmits this report.
